„How, in a city like Chicago, am I to ap- 
peal for history to a people that have none; 
for beauty, to a people that know none—at 
least, such as we of the East conceive it? 

“The New-Englanders and we in Britain 
claim kinship more intimately. We have the 
same traditions; their art is ours, their 
ethics the same as ours. But in these great 
cosmopolitan cities how we to touch 
these great bear cubs of GWemocracy—how 
can we clip their claws or trim them?“ 

These were the words of C. R. Ashbegof 
London, England, last night, spoken before 
the Chicago Architectural club in the Art 
Institute. His hearers were aghast, and as 
soon as the audience could recover itself a 
number@Quietly left the hall. 

It remained for James B. Galloway of the 
Real Estate board to make a few crisp re- 
marks concerning the stand taken by Chi- 
cago in matters of esthetics. 

The purpose of Mr. Ashbee’s appearance 
before the club was the formation of a 
branch of the British society known as the 
National Trust for the Preservation of 
Objects of Historical Interest and Natural 
Beauty.” His opinion of Chicago's lack of 
art appreciation defeated the purpose of the 
meeting, and the objects of historical inter- 
est are still unpreserved, so far as the Archi- 
tectural club is concerned. 


He Begins His Lecture. 

Nearly 150 persons were present when Mr. 
Ashbee began. He dwelt first on general 
concepts of modern architecture and it was 
not until the middle of his discourse that he 
launched into his antipathetic characteriza-. 
of Chicago. 

„1 believe, said the lecturer, “in build- 
ing a bridge as a bridge, a factory as 4 
factory, without any flounce or flummery of 
architecture about it. I cannot think that 


it is best to cover the iron strugture of your 


municipal hall with the frescoes and rich rich | 
adornment of the Doge's palace Venice. 

Decorative art hag come to have for its | 
main element the rational handling of the 
subject. It is no longer enough to copy the 
art ideals of the past. They should be stud- 
ied for method, but the thing all cities must 
aim at in their building is the production of 
an individuality. Every city has its own 
peculiarity. You notice the frigid social at- 
mosphere of Boston, the apathy of St. Louis, 
and the coricentrated bustle and striving of 
Chicago. Every city has this personality 
which enters into all its outward life. Itisa 
thing to be cultivated, absorbed into ‘works 
of art and utility, and preserv 


Tepsy- -Like Lack of Wistery. 

Here Mr. Ashbee aired his views on Chi- 
cago’s Topsy-like want of a previous history 
and upon the alleged local ignorance in art 
matters. His hearers becoming restive under 
the lash, the Englishman proceeded to tell 
them why they awakened to any art impulses 
at all. 

What is the reason for your Retro to im- 
prove your great city?“ he asked. I will 
tell you. You are finding a little leisure time; 
you are finding that you may now turn a bit 
from the ali absorbing pursuit of gain and 
naturally wish more pleasant Se 
in which to gratify yourselves. _ 

This is the point at which you come in 
touch with the society of the National Trust, 
which has consunimated such admirable 
work in preserving’ beautiful and romantic 
spots in the British Isles.“ | 


Calls It “ Nameless City. * 

The lecturer went on to score a city which, 
as he “ had eaten of her bread,” he chose to 
call the Nameless City,“ but most of those 
present were convinced that he meant Chi- 


cago. 

“This city,” he said, “ typifies all that a 
city should not be. Her citizens are all that 
true citizens should not be. Her two rivers 
are covered with the slime of factory refuse. 
Soft coal is burned and chimneys tall and 
unsightly belch forth a pall of filth.

Mr. Galloway Replies. 

Mr. Galloway apparently voiced the senti- 
ments of those who heard the address. 
“I find that I have misunderstood the pur- 
pose of your presence here, Mr. Ashbee, he 
said in the little meeting after the lecture. 
“I did not come here with the impression that 
we were to be called upon to contribute our 
funds toward preserving castles in Spain or | 
old ruins in England dear to the British 
heart. 

“I had the idea that a society of this kind 
formed in Chicago should perhaps have the 
purpose of preserving to posterity the beauty 
of the Desplaines River, of improving our 
lake front, or of marking the spots hallowed 
by early history about the Village of Chi- 
cago. We have had a history and we have 
plenty of art within our city limits. 2 


Abbeys Without Cash. 

Mr. Ashbee hastened to disclaim ; any in- 
tention of enlisting American men and 
money in the cause of prolonging the life 
of English moss-covered abbeys, castles, and 
cloisters, but the apathy which had fallen 
upon the little assemblage of architects was 
apparent, and all decided that the c'ub 
should not undertake Mr. Ashbee’ s project.

BOLD RAGING ft. 


IMAGINARY RECORD-BREAKING. 

American Association Expels a Group 
-of Indiana Hersemen Who Had In- 
jeeted Into Turt History a Full Set 
ot Performances That Never Took 
Place—Sales Had Been Made Based 
on These False Data—Action Taken 
in Chicage. 


Trotting association, in annual. meeting at 
the Auditorium Hotel, yesterday investigated 
one of the most extraordinary turf frauds 
ever perpetrated, and at the close of the in- 
quiry issued an edict of expulsion against the 
following persons, all residents of Rushville,

The offense for which these people were 
put outside the pale of reputable turfdom— 
the sentence being effective on tracks of the 
National association as well as the American 
—is unique, being nothing less than the 
„ faking" of an entire day of alleged trot- 
ting and pacing over the Rushville track on 
Sept. 16, 1899, procuring the admission of 
summaries of the same in the official records 
of the American association, as well as the 
Year Book of the American Trotting Regis- 
ter association, and then selling and other- 
wise making use for gain of the horses 
alleged to have made fast records on the day 
in question. 


Carefully Prepared Fake. 

Records count for a good deal with trot- 
ters or pacers when it comes to selling them 
for road or racing purposes, and therefore 
the making of the records is guarded rigidly. 
The performances must be certified to by the 
judges and timers of the day, and only by 
wholesale fraud and deception is there the 
slightest chance of getting into the books a 
record which does not belong there. The 
track at Rushville is a member of the Amer- 
jean Trotting association, and has always 
been in good standing. Therefore, when in 
the fall of 1899 summaries of the following 
races, alleged to have been conteated in regu- 
lation style on Sept. 16, were transmitted to 
Secretary Steiner in one of the books pro- 
vided by the parent association to its mem- 
bers for that purpose, there was no suspicion 
of anything wrong, and the summaries were 
incorporated into the year book as follows, 
‘appearing on page 96, volume 15:

On the strength of the summaries from 


Rushville the Trotting Register association 
proceeded to credit the horses with all the 
honors they were alleged to havegained, and 
Alatus, whose real mark was 2:18%, was 
transferred to the select 2:10 fist, with bis 
new record of 2:00%. Being a stallion, 
this of course added materially to his value 
for earning purposes in the stud. Then the 
sires of the horses that won heats at Rush 
ville on the memorable 16th of September 
took a benefit by having these new per- 
formers credited to them in the various sta- 
bles. 

Arthur Caton of this city, who owns the 
etallion Highwood, rejoiced to see that Gar- 
den, a daughter of his horse, had won a heat 

in t. after which she had forced the 
2 horse to trot the second and third miles 
in 2:24%4, 2:25%, in order to beat her. Aliso 
that in another race Gain, a son of Highwood, 
had won the second heat of his race in 2:29%4, 
just entering the standard list, which is 2:30. 
Thirdly, that in yet another of these fierce 
Rushville turf battles Guard, son of High- 
wood, had won in straight heats, likewise 
barely entering the coveted 2:30 list. 

Nobody but the merry Indiana men who 
put up the job on the American Trotting asso- 
clation ever suspected that no such races 
ever took place until after one of the horses, 
the pacer Tamberlain, who was reported as 
second to Alatus in 2:14% and third to that 
horse in 2:00%, was taken East and sold toa 
well-known driver and dealer, Barney Dema- 
rest. After Demarest had parted with $800 
and acquired Tamberlain in exchange for his 
money he began telling what a fine horse he 
had, and how the beast had made Alatus go 
in 2:14% to beat him. At this point a 
„ gswipe”’ who had drifted from Indiana to 
New York, and who was wise to a degree, 
told Demarest that he had been bunkoed; 
that the reported race was a fake from start 
to finish. 

Everybody Gets Busy.” 

Then Mr. Demarest, who is a man with 

warm, glowing language on tap when things 
demand it, got busy. He interviwed Secre- 
tary Gocher of the National Trotting asso- 
ciation, and was by him referred to Mr. 
Steiner. Mr. Gocher also communicated 
with his brother secretary and intimated that 
he had been one business with gold brick 
artists. 
Mr. Sterner likewise became busy.“ He 
began writing to all the people who had, ac- 
cording to the records, taken part in the 
Rushville saturnalia of trotting and pacing. 
But these people also were busy. They de- 
clined to enter into correspondence with Mr. 
Steiner. It did not take long, however, to 
ascertain that there was no trotting or pacing 
at Rushville on the day named. Finally two 
of the alleged participants, Clel Maple and 
Jerome Sampson, decided in view of execu- 
tive clemency having been handed to them in 
advance to tell all the facts, and the horrified 
Board of Review listened to them. 

Sampson and Maple said there was no 
meeting. The unfolded the entire plot, and 
when they had finished the board went into 
executive session and executed all hands 
save Sampson and Maple, as above stated.

Half-choked men took the law into their 
own hands last night and, plunging through 
the dust-laden air of State and. Madison 
streets, forced five of the municipal street 
sweeping machines to cease operations. 

The sweepers were being driven in their 
usual careless manner on the unsprifkled | 
street and were without the side curtains | 
which are demanded by a city ordinance to 
confine the dust to the machines. The pow- 
dered filth consequently was showered into 
the air and on the sidewalk, which was 
crowded with pedestrians. Sniffing and 
choking men howled out to the drivers to 
desist, but no attention was paid to their de- 
mands. Women, almost blinded by the cloud 
ot dust, took refuge in the doorways. 

Finally a dozen men rushed from the side- 
walk to the gutters and seized the bridies 
of the horses of the foremost machine. The 
driver urged the animals on with oaths, but 
the men held fast. 

Then the driver jumped down and attackea | 
one of the protesting delegation, while a 
crowd quickly closed in and threatened to 
mob the operator of the sweeper. When the 


dust-fogged atmosphere had cleared the ma- 


chine was allowed to proceed with its circu- 
lar broom raised from the pavement. The 
crossing policeman dispersed the crowd. 


Line of Dust Creators. 


No provision for the confinement of the dust 
to the street had been made by the operators 
of the five machines which passed in single 
file along Madison street. The street, cov- 
me with a layer of fine, dry dust, had not 

been sprinkled. After the machines ‘had 
passed the dust drifted in eddies on the 
flagging. till the street had the appearance 


of a country road. | 


The dust was blown, in store doors and 
merchandise in show windows was damaged 
or ruined. Specitzl Policeman William Smith 
of Mandel Bros. had a earner encounter 
with one of the drivers end later reported 

The big two- horse sweepers had invaded 
the down-town section of the city earlier 
than usual, reaching the corner of State and 
Madison streets during the crush of Home- 

ing. The wind was from the south, and 

the machines turned into Madison street 
from Michigan avenue the dust began to 
mount in dense clouds against the- bulld- 
ings on the north side of the street.

His appointment to 


MAY LOSE HAVANA JOB 


DADY CONTRACT THE SUBJECT OF 
A BITTER QUARREL. 

Municipality of the Cuban Capital Two 
Months Ago Favored the New York 
‘Engineer—Now Majority Is Against 
Him—Experts Differ Widely as to 
the Compensation Due tor Rejected 
Plans, the Figures Ranging from 
$564,000 to $58,000.

HAVANA, Dec. 5.—The question of the set- 
tlement of the Dady contract for construct- 
ing sewers and paving the city is being 
keenly discussed by the municipality, in 
which there is now a majority against Mr. 
Dady, whereas two months ago a majority 
favored him. The reasons commonly given 
for this change are libelous. 

The board of three experts has finally de- 
cided that the compensation to which Mr. 
Dady is entitled for his rejected plan Is 
$564,000. Mr. Dady’s representative on the 
board valued Mr. Dady’s claim at $780,000. 
The report of the municipality placed the 
value of the plans at $372,000. Secretary of 
Public Works Villalon, the referee chosen 
$564,000. 

This report was presented to the munic- 
ipality, which decided to ask the opinion of 
Engineer Black on the matter. Mr. Black 
replied that the plans of Gray & Lacombe, 
which were more extensive than Mr. Dady’s, 
cost $27,000. He put the value of Mr. Dady's 
claim at $58,000. 

U is understood that the contract is worth 
from $7,000,000 to $8,000,000. It is well known 
that the plans as accepted by the munic- 
ipality were made by Gray & Lacombe and 
slightly modified by the engineer's depart- 
ment. Therefore they have nothing what- 
ever to do with Mr. Dady. Whether the lead- 
ers in the municipality who supported Mr. 
Dady before were influenced by this 
consideration does not appear, but they op- 
posed a motion proposing that the munic- 
ipality settle all the questions involved in 
the Dady matter without referring them to 
the military government. This motion was 
defeated by a vote of 15 to 7. | 

The report of the select committee to n 
up the conditions of the bidding for the coa- 
tract places the value of the work at $10,- 
000,000. This ‘is the amount of Mr. Dady's 
bid. It also gives Mr, Dady the right of 
tanteo. It furthermore demands a deposit 
of $530,000 in cash by the bidders, with an- 
other $530,000 on being awarded the contract.

The only active opposition to the Ameri- 
cans has been due to the consumers’ preju- 
dice in favor of English and Scotch beef. It 
has taken twenty years to overcome this 
prejudice, but now American beef brings the 
same price as English and nearly the same 
as the primest Scotch. 

The condition of the market is such that 
the practice of butchers palming off Ameri- 
can beef as English will nn soon be 
reversed.
